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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 132 
declaration by Dr. Ralf Maus, filed 10/21/2004, sufficiently shows that by using a pulse 
combustion dryer, the silica particles are more uniform and spherical as compared to 
spray-dried or milled silica powder.
